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CURBING THi: TAX COMMISSION 


App'.ctcn, witli other irrjr.icipaiities in 


the southern tier of Or.ta^arr.-e. cour.ly 
arc cr.jajcd in v.v.at appears to be a 
more or less hopeless tasl: of altering the 
valuation of the county, and especially of 
the cities, as fixed by "experts" from the 
Wisconsin Tax commission. Kaukauna, 
Little Chute, Kimberly and Appleton 
found their proportionate share of county 
taxes vastly increased in the report of the 
reassessment and they contend they are 
being taxed unfairly as compared with 
other towns and villages in the county. 
There has been no complaint of unfair- 
ness thus far from the towns and villages, 
whose proportionate share of county 
taxes has been reduced. In the case of Ap- 
pleton its quota of county taxes has been 
increased about $23,000 and in addition it 
must pay nearly half of the cost of mak- 
ing the reassessment. This will amount to 
six or seven thousand dollars. 
- Whether the new valuation and new 
equalization is just or unjust is difficult to 
state. 
It is quite probable, however, that 


if other experts were sent into the county 
tfiey would recommend an altogether dif- 
ferent equalization. Politics can influence 
property assessment as well as office ap- 
pointments. It also appears from the re- 
ports to the tax commission that there 
was considerable animosity between the 
commission's assessors and certain offi- 
cials, especially of Appleton. 


The troublesome part of this affair is 


that there is no recourse, no appeal from 
the commission's order under the present 
law. The courts have no power to estab- 
lish an" equalization and if an appeal 
should be taken the most the court can do 
is order a new equalization and if the 
same "experts" are returned, which prob- 
ably will be the case, there would be no 
improvement so far as the complaining 
cities are concerned. The tax commission, 
under Wisconsin laws, apparently is the 
sole arbiter of property values if its ser- 
vices are requested. That was indicated by 
Judge Charles D. Rosa, its chairman, at a 
hearing on adoption of the "experts' " re- 
port. Mr. Rosa indicated that the hearing 
was merely a "gesture of decency'' on the 
part of the commission and that an argu- 
ment against accepting the report was 
v.-acting time. 


This doesn't appear to be an equitable 


manner of fettling so irr.portant a matter 
r.s c.;3cs?:ncnt of property. The commis- 
sion apparently has the power to fi:: valu- 
ations at any figure it chooses, without 
regard for the protests of those most 
vitally concerned. Xo testimony cf ob- 
jectors need be tr.kcn nr.d it r.-.ay be dis- 
regarded if it is heard. There is nothing 
judicial about the proceeding. It is an ar- 
bitrary judgment v.-hich mzy be based on 
prejudices r:s wcil as on facts. 


Apparently the only remedy for this 


situation :3 c.c'.io:i by the state legislature. 
Steps shcrld be tai:en at once to petition 
the lc;;is!r.t;:rc when it meets next Janu- 
ary to a:r.c::d the pvece:-,t laws to give the 
courts jurisdiction h this matter. 
It 


ir.ijht be poecible to empower the court 
to appoint its own experts in the event 
that it f:::c"s, on testimony offered, that 
the valuation fixed by the tax commission 
is unfair. In all probability the commis- 
sion would be more careful in its work if 
that power rested with the court. It would 
he a constant threat and a promise. Oth- 
er cities in Wisconsin have had this same 
unpleasant experience with the lax com- 
mission and Appleton no doubt would 
have plenty of support in any agitation 
for curbing the powers of the tax commis-, 
sion. 


THE FIVE-DAY WEEK 


The American Federation of Labor in 


convention at Detroit, showed commend- 
able restraint in its action relating to the 
five-day-week. It adopted a resolution 
favoring in principle a shortening of the 
number of hours of work per week, ex- 
pressing the view that a movement in this 
direction must, to be successful, look to 
the gradual^ achievement of the end 
sought. It recognized the fact that indus- 
try as a whole is not in a position to adapt 
itscK to such a change at this time, and 
that revolutionary methods would not be 
advisable from the standpoint of either 
labor or industry. 


A shortening of the work week can only 


come, if it is to come, when it is beneficial 
to both employer and employe. It can be 
brought about when a mass production is 
increased, or may be increased sufficiently 
to compensate for the lower number of 
hours per week. 
The adoption of the 


eight-hour-clay rested on this foundation, 
and that is what has made it successful. 
There is greater production in eight hours 
of work than there ever was. or could be 
now, under tc:i or twelve hours. That is 
becauce the efficiency of the worker has 
been increased and because it improved 
methods of operation. How far this prin- 
ciple can be extended in the shortening of 
the number of days or hours per wed: is 
a question of industrial economy that 
must be worked out in the light of rcascr 
and practical tests. 


The soundness of the proposition is 


neither proved by its advocacy nor . dis- 
proved by its dispute. 
It depends upon 


facts, and the facts can only be determin- 
ed by test. Mr. Ford is making the test of 
the five-day-week in the automobile in- 
dustry, and it remains to be seen how it 
works out. Judge Gary of the steel corpor- 
ation says it is a fallacy, that it could not 
be applied to industry as a whole. 
But 


Judge Gar}- also insisted that the eight- 
hour-day was not applicable to the steel 
industry, and yet since it was forced on 
the steel corporation he has admitted that 
it has increased production and lowered 
costs. 


What w,e need is a spirit of fairness on 


both sides, together with a willingness by 
those employers and manufacturers ad- 
vantageously situated to engage in pio- 
neering experiments. That is what Mr. 
Ford has done and is continuing to do, 
and thus far his economic theories have 
proved correct.

The Midland Bank declines to dis- 


cuss in iigurcs estimates of losses but 
contents itself with a sort of sum- 
mary paragraph to its report saying: 


"To start with a proposition to be 


proved, it may forthwith be laid down 
that the losses, leaving aside any psy- 
chological and similar effects, all re- 
solve themselves into a wearing away 
of the standard of living of the popu- 
lation of this country, regarded as an 
economic unit, and that thc reduction 
so effected may persist for a long peri- 
od after a settlement has been reach- 
ed.

In its analysis the Midland Bank

That must 
necessarily aifect the balance of trade 
and "slow up British efforts to add to 
her prosperity by expanding her over- 
seas commerce.

FOREIGN TIJADE AFFECTED 
Barclay Bank takes up the foreign 


trade aspect and shows that Imports, 
of raw materials in July last were 30,-

counted for by the strike. Great Brit- 
ain had to pay out to other nations a

Barclays Bank goes on to show the
